Maserati and Zegna join forces, 
and the silk hits the road

a silk - pure, not a micron less 
than 100 percent - that was 
strong enough to live inside 
Maserati’s athletic sedans. 

The final product is an 
exclusive Zegna mulberry silk 
in anthracite gray, double the 
weight of Zegna’s suit material. 
Paired with Poltrona Frau 
leather, it covers the seats, door 
panels, roof lining, ceiling-light 
fixture, and sunshades: Overall, 
one Zegna-equipped Maserati 
uses four times as much silk 
as a Zegna suit. According to 
Maserati, the silk meets every 
standard of its leathers and 
will last the life of the car. 



Silk is not the most durable 
material. Rather, it’s the 
sumptuous, insect-spun 
fabric of shawls, slippers, 
and the linings of better coats 
- a textile that transcends 
commodification, more 
shimmering asset than sturdy 
cloth. Lovely, but with the 
integrity of a pecorino shaving. 
Silk, in its grained opulence, 
is party-at-night, not workaday. 
Even as automakers outfit their 
cabins with materials seemingly 
poached from a high-luxe 



That’s exactly what the head 
of Maserati, Harald Wester, 
thought. Looldng to add a dose 
of exclusivity to his company’s 
already rarefied sedans, the 
Quattroporte sporting limousine 
and the smaller, stiletto-quick 
Ghibli, Wester turned to another 
century-old Italian powerhouse, 
the textile manufacturer and 
fashion brand Ermenegildo 
Zegna, for ideas about a new, 
ultimate interior fitting. Zegna’s 
chairman, Paolo Zegna, 
suggested silk. 



reiterated his reply: 
“Preposterous.” A trained 
mechanical engineer. Wester 
thought immediately of 
Maserati’s battery of durability 
tests and had visions of hydraulic 
pistons punching clean through 
silken upholstery like a spoon 
through ricotta. Silk, he said, 
would never stand up to rough 
treatment. 

At first, he was right. The 
initial silk Zegna produced - a 
cut of its finest apparel-quality 
material - did not survive even 



As we snaked out of the 
Hemingway Suite, the journalists 
were assigned sedans - mine, 
a perfect Ghibli S Q4 in lustrous 
Grigio with a red-anthracite 
Zegna interior. After I plopped 
with no undue delicacy into the 
car, Zegna’s mastery became 
immediately apparent. The 
silk fittings were stitched 
meticulously, with sharp detailing 
recalling the crisply cut suits for 




spaceship - carbon fibre, 
open-pore wood, fibre-optic 
lighting, and glove leather - 
silk has remained off the 
menu, too delicate for the 
interior of a sporting car. 



In June, telling that story to 
a gaggle of prosciutto-addled 
journalists wilting happily in the 
Hemingway Suite at the Grand 
Hotel des lies Borromees on 
Italy’s Lake Maggiore, Wester 



10 percent of Maserati’s testing 
regimen. In Wester’s words, 
the result was a seat cover 
with “more holes than silk.” 
Undaunted, Zegna and Maserati 
spent two years working to find 
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which the fashion house is 
famous. The panels were visually 
understated, with the low-sheen 
richness that makes the material 
so bewitching, and as a tactile 
experience, they crackled with 
allure. It was impossible not to 
run palms, knuckles, and cheeks 
(yes) all over the interior of the 
Ghibli like a trapped truffle pig. 

Then I punched Maserati’s 
starter button and the car’s rorty 
motor sprang to life. With 
fingertips placed gently on 
the aluminum paddle shifters, 

I conspired with the Maserati’s 
410 horsepower and Zegna’s 
custom-built Panoramica 
mountain roadway to treat that 
gorgeous interior to the drubbing 
of its life. I threw the Ghibli 
into corners, prodded its twin 
turbocharged V-6 to screaming, 
and left an Italian tollbooth with 
a haste usually reserved for 
newly enriched criminals. 

In the face of wanton abuse, 
the silk stood strong, sleek, and 
unperturbed. In truth, I was the 
party much worse for wear. ■

Bodie Stroud has built a hot-rod empire out of 
a simple idea: It’s what’s on the inside that counts

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he back lot at Bodie Stroud Industries may look like a 
junkyard, but each junker is potentially worth millions. Surrounded by 
tall fencing, it’s cluttered with cars that are torn in half, parts broken 
beyond recognition, and stacks of bumpers. A 352 Ford V-8 engine 
dangles from a chain hoist, a motor without a home. The junk, the cars, 
the tools, and even the workers - there are eight of them today, wearing 
respirators and Mechanix gloves, sanding, shaping, tearing, bending, 
spraying, and turning wrenches - are covered in dust from the concrete 
factories that pervade this very industrial, very hellish corridor of the 
sun-blasted San Fernando Valley in southern California. 

To look at the plain exterior of BSI and its grim surroundings, 
you might never guess that Johnny Knoxville was here not long ago to 
pick up his 1970 Cadillac Coupe de Ville (which Bodie Stroud himself 
had transformed from a busted-up rust knuckle to a gleaming, state-of- 
the-art missile of style). Johnny Depp dropped off his beloved 1951 
Ford Mercury to be similarly resurrected. “From the outside, I like 
to keep it looking like a junkyard,” Stroud says. “I think it gives me 
street cred in this neighbourhood.” 

That same bit of perceptual judo, in which an outdated appearance 
masks a sophisticated interior, is the driving force behind what 
Stroud does with cars. He takes a classic - say, a 1963 Galaxie 500 - and 




rebuilds it by handcrafting extremely modern, powerful, and shocking 
insides. It’s like taking the book jacket of a Farewell to Arms first edition 
and placing it over a next-gen iPad. 

Stroud is soft-spoken, with piercing blue eyes and hands the size of 
master brake cylinders. He is among the most respected and sought- 
after custom builders in the resto-mod movement. These oil-smudged 
wizards take classic cars - or parts of cars, or trucks, or motorcycles 
- in various states of disrepair and handcraft them with obsessive 
(and expensive) detail, retrofitting them until they are more perfect 
than anyone at Ford or Chevy ever imagined possible. 

The main shop floor at BSI is crowded with 15 or 25 cars at any 
given time. Today there’s a 1965 Ford Galaxie, a ’67 Fairlane, and an 
X-100 in brandy wine with shimmering chrome details. They are 
all in the process of being painstakingly rebuilt. At 2013 ’s SEMA 
Show, Stroud introduced his BSI X-100, a 1956 Ford pickup truck 
that was hand-spun into an alarmingly fast, splashy, ultramodern 
masterpiece. Under the hood is a supercharged, 5.0-liter, 
410-horsepower Ford Coyote Aluminator motor, shifting through 
a Ford 4R70W four-speed automatic. 

And here’s where Stroud finds particular enjoyment: The BSI X-100 
starts at US$180,000, and he has sold three of them since lifting the 
canvas at the Las Vegas Convention Center. 

“There’s something about this pickup that appeals to the right 
people,” he says, wandering his crowded shop floor. “It’s something 
like nostalgia, but it’s also all about that perfect, hard-core ride. You 
know, a modern feel and a vintage look.” 

Stroud is 46 years old and has been running BSI for only eight 
years. Before that, he was a humble diesel mechanic. “I loved 
working on a diesel engine. Everything makes sense. If it doesn’t, you 
think about it, and then it does. I miss that.” 

He lived the rough life of a diesel mechanic, too. He was twice 
arrested for beating the shit out of people, once in a bar in Montrose and 
again in Burbank. “I came close to never pulling out of that,” Stroud 
admits. “I had a love affair with getting drunk and fighting.” 

But he was destined for automotive greatness. And he made the 
right connections. Jay Leno, a famously obsessive car collector, has 
been a friend for 10 years. A garage full of other celebs parade through 
Stroud’s shop with regularity. Beyond the aforementioned Johnnys, 
there’s Tim Allen (who bought a 1968 Camaro and a 1950 Cadillac), 
Dan Reynolds, the frontman for Imagine Dragons (a ’67 Mustang), and 
Drea de Matteo of The Sopranos and Sons of Anarchy (a ’67 Camaro). 
“Adam Carolla is obsessed with Lamborghinis,” Stroud says of the 
comedian and podcast star. He walks 
out behind the main building into the 
sunbaked yard and points to the 
frame of a 1966 Lamborghini 400 GT. 
There are beat-up cardboard boxes 
nearby filled with struts, suspension 
knuckles, housings for lights - all the 
tiny bits of an Italian exotic. “Carolla 
picked this up for, like, US$100,000. 
By the time I’m finished with it, it’ll 
p I P P be worth around $850,000 and drive 

II I [J [ I like it was built next year. He has to 

like those economics, right?” 

The money’s nice, of course, but 
one gets the distinct feeling that Stroud 
talks up the payday to distract us from 
a somewhat nobler goal: giving a 
second chance to a decaying 
masterpiece, then turning the key and 
hearing it rumble gloriously to life.

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Build a Cafe Racer

When it comes to taking stock standard bikes and making them 
a one of a kind, the Australian market seems to be cornered with 
one name - Dens Ex Machina. So, I track down MEBEMYTAGAtW. 
who heads their mechanical division in Sydney, for some of the 
secrets of how to DIY your own basic cafe racer conversion 






T here are endless 
possible ways to 
customise so I decide 
to get specific with Deus 
and put in some work on 
the motorcycle I ride - a Harley 
Davidson Street 500. Ideally, 

I want to make it look a little like 
the old bobber-style bikes my 
great grandad started prototyping 
back in Manchester, England, and 
a little like this epic rework of a 
Harley Sportster, via Japan, called 
the ZERO. We decide to go with 
lower, flatter bars and mirrors to 
give it a Cafe Racer feel, swap 
the sleek headlight and indicators 
from the street for a more retro 
number, swap the tank to a Harley 
Sportster tank (so the slick, new 
handlebars don’t hit the tank and 
limit steering) and as smooth as 
the stock seat looks on the Street, 
we chang it for a more retro feel. 

NEW HANDLEBARS 

This is seemingly the first stop 
in cafe racing the shit out of the 
postie bike or whatever other 
wreck you stole off some dyslexic 
19-year-old kid on Gumtree. 
Jeremy says you can get through 
these in a standard Sunday but 
need to be wary of a few things: 

“If you get it right in your parts 
purchase it’s as simple as 
rerouting the cables. But most 
of the time this job actually is 
not that simple and easy because 
the most important thing when 
you change a style of handlebar 
is to make sure that all cables 
are not too long or too short. It 
is very important with all of them 
- throttles, clutch, decompression 
lever, for those that have one, 
and brake cable, if it isn’t 
hydraulic. Then you have the 
brake line that is very important 
to be at the right length." 

DEUS TIP: Always try the functionality 
of all command at every position of 



the handlebar from far left to far right. 
Jeremy says to be careful you don’t end 
up scratching the new bar or scratch 
your fuel tank or overtighten the clamp. 
Apparently it’s very important to respect 
and understand what is the right torque 
tension for the bar or clip on for the bike. 
He also adds if doing clips-ons - to be 
able to keep the position of the clip-on 
to a correct position you will need to add 
a steering stopper. To finish the job make 
sure your levers are aligned together so 
they both look at the same level when 
you look at them from sitting on your bike. 
And don’t forget to readjust your mirrors. 

TANK IT 

Handlebars and clips-ons can 
bang into your fuel tank and 
become dangerous, so either 
change tank or stay conservative 
on your bar choice. The tank on 
my Street is massive so I decide 
to swap it for one of a Sportster 
(which has the same fuel injection 
system in the tank) so no mucking 
around here, and nice and slimline 
so the handlebars can go lower. 

You can swap wide for slim 
tank and buy on eBay, just check 
if it’s a carburetor or fuel-injected 
system (as well as similar reserve 
tank and fuel sensor set up) and 
get a tank that will match the 
system and the frame to save 
expensive fabrication costs and 
having to call in financial help. 
Older bikes are generally easier 
as all you need to do is fabricate 
the front and rear rubber mount 
and plug the tap into the carbys. 

There are a bunch of 
manufacturers around the world 
who build the tank to suit the 
original mounts and look great 
but Jeremy warns they have hectic 
prices, some aren’t bolt-on units 
as they may claim, and if they are 
made of steel they need to be 
painted, or if aluminum they will 
need to be prepped or polished . 
Another issue he warns us of is 
that having a replaced tank is 
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two keys rather than just one. 

LIGHT IT UP 

There are a few things you need 
to be aware of whether you’re 
picking up a sneaky cheapy on 
eBay or otherwise. First up, you 
need to make sure it’s got the 
E4 logo on it so you know it is 
legal, and don’t cop a defect 
notice from the local constable, 
and a twin filament so you have 
the high/low beam option. 

WE LOVE LAMP 

Jeremy warns there are so many 
headlights out there and it is hard 
to get them mounted where you 
need them. This means many 
people do the same lamp and 
everyone starts looking the same 
again. “You have a few different 
ways to attach them to the bike," 
says Jeremy. “Top mount, bottom 
mount, side mount with a fork 
clamp. Make sure it has clearance 
at the back as often the ignition is 
just behind and can be in the way 
of the turning circle." 



He also explains that the new 
big thing with lights is LED and 
believes it will grow more and 
more with a lot of new styles and 
choices for head and taillights, 
blinkers, and all you can think of. 

HAVE A SEAT 

In a nutshell the easiest way to 
upgrade this part of your machine 
is to rip vinyl off the current seat, 
reshape it, and get a professional 
to sew the new colour and vinyl 
back on - note: leather is pricey 
and not waterproof. I go for a 
pleather cover on mine - the 
material that is popular amongst 
the average lady doing three- 
dollar shots at the local RSL. 

According to our Jeremy, the 
key is finding a bolt-on (plug and 
play) but beware there are dodgy 
sellers and websites who say 
bolt-ons (not fake breasts, the 
seat variety) but actually are not. 
Jeremy explains there’s a few 
out there for major brands at 
good prices but not a huge range 



of style that will separate you from 
that dickhead who now has the 
same seat as you. 

DEUS TIP: To get a very unique look, 
of course you can try to fabricate a new 
seat pan, you will need to make it fit the 
original mount and then you will need 
to add special foams that will be shaped 
to suit and then trimmed. Fabrication 
gives the best result - but is pretty 
pricey. The tricky issue with the Street is 
it’s a soft tail - independent suspension 
on the tail - which makes for a cruisey 
and cushy ride, but also makes my 
bobber-style seat a bit of a pipe dream 
and a little messy to build. So, we meet 
halfway and choose a nice, brown pleather 
number like you’d find on some nice 
SR400 Japanese converts and add an 
old mudguard to tidy up the arse. ■

WHAT MADE YOU MOST EXCITED

I remember when we did the first 
table read. Emilia was sitting next 
to me and for the first five minutes 



we didn’t talk about the script, 
we only talked about clothes and 
shops we liked. It was funny. But 
then we got going with the reading 
and got into it. And it read so well. 
I mean like within two-and-half 
or three hours we read through the 
entire script, and people laughed 
in the right places, it was very 
intense in other places, and so on. 
It was really terrific. 

HOW DO YOU THINK YOUR MALE 
CO-STARS DID WITH ALL THE 
ACTION SCENES? 

Amazing. They really got into it. 
We had great stunt people, who 
really mapped out the fight scenes 
well, but the key is to be into it, to 
be inside the fight. What was so 
appealing about worldng with this 
cast is their commitment. I said to 



Alan Taylor, our director, “Have you 
ever thought: we’ve been shooting 
now for at least three months and 
not one actor has ever complained 
that they’re sore or injured or tired, 
or they can’t do this and that?” 
It really just says a lot for you guys. 

WAS IT STRANGE COMING BACK 
TO THIS ROLE? 

No. It’s lilce riding a bicycle, you fall 
right back into it. When I started 
practicing the lines I started talldng 
like a machine again. It was like you 
slip into that character and the only 
thing you have to be careful about 
is do you play the Terminator or do 
you play the Protector or do you 
play the Protector and therefore 
you’re also the Terminator because 
you protect? Like, in this case, 
I protect Sarah Connor but anything 
that is coming close to her, or 
threatening her, I terminate. So I’m 
the Terminator in some way and 
I’m the Protector in another. So you 
have to be careful how you play that 
in each moment. Be very careful 
you don’t go too strong but then 
communicate the Idnd of fatherly 
protector to the director to malce 
sure we get that across. 

AND, OF COURSE, BEING A 
FATHER YOURSELF... 

Yes, it helps, having had daughters. 
My first daughter was born when 
we did Total Recall in Mexico, and 
so she’s now 25 years old. So when 
you grow up, and when you’re 
a father of two daughters you learn 
a lot about how to be protective. 

WAS THE ORIGINAL TERMINATOR 
YOUR LAST ‘SMALL FILM? 

Until recently, yes. But I’ve just 
done an independent movie, 
Maggie, which is about zombies, 
and there was like an eight-million- 
dollar movie, and Terminator 
was a six-and-a-half-million-dollar 
movie in those days. So it’s fun to 
sometimes do small movies where 
you do things in six weelcs, and 
it’s all character-driven, and then 
a big movie like this one, where the 
visual effects, the stunts, etc... have 
to be coordinated, choreographed, 
story-boarded, and all that. I enjoy 
both - as long as there’s a great story. 
And this movie had a great story. 



DID YOU REVISIT THE PREVIOUS 
TERMINATOR FILMS BEFORE YOU 
BEGAN WORKING ON THIS ONE? 

Yeah, I did. The other actors had 
a little more freedom to interpret 
their characters. They weren’t 
locked-in to performances by 
previous actors because the 
timelines and situations for their 
characters are different. I felt more 
pressure locldng-in and being the 
Terminator because it is, in a way, 
the same character. I didn’t play 
a different Terminator or anything 
like that. So I did look at number 
one, two, and three, and looked at 
the performances, and that’s what 
helped me to land of lock into that 
character very quicldy and to keep 
playing exactly the way I’ve played 
it in the past. 

WHY DO YOU THINK THIS 
CHARACTER IS SO POPULAR? 

Some people have said to me that 
they enjoyed the Terminator 
character because he is a machine. 
He loolcs lilce a human being but 
he’s a machine, and therefore he’s 
indestructible. People Ike this 
because everyone wants to be lilce 
that. And then they feel like there’s 
really no limit to what power he 
has, that he can destroy anything in 
front of him, eliminate anything in 
the way. But, at the same time, you 
don’t have to be responsible for 
anything because you’re a machine. 
For instance, in the first film 
I destroy an entire police station. 
Normally people would say that’s 
not a good example or very 
inspirational or something lilce that. 
But when we had a special screening 
for the police force, the officers were 
cheering when I was wiping out the 
station. Why? Because it was not 
a human being doing it, it was a 
machine. The way Jim Cameron 
wrote and filmed it was that the 
character, even though he was a 
villain at first, became heroic. So 
I thinlc people enjoy that he can be 
this Idnd of evil but also be a good 
person, or be a good machine. ■

I was going to headline a UFC 
event on my home soil. The fight 
was to be in Brisbane, against a 
man above me on the Las Vegas 
card. It wasn’t the man I wanted, 
but it was a big scalp (literally) 
nonetheless, with Antonio 
Silva coming off a title shot, 
and considered right up there 
in the heavyweight division. 

I trained hard for that fight, 
and it’s just as well, too, as the 
scrap against Bigfoot ended up 
being one of the most gruelling 
of my life. As an American Top 
Team fighter, I knew Bigfoot 
really well. Like a lot of the 
guys in the UFC’s heavyweight 
division he’s a good bloke, a 
kindly lion who only brings out 
the claws when it’s necessary. 

Whenever he did bare his 
teeth, though, Bigfoot knew 
what he was doing. He had wins 
over Fedor, Overeem and Travis 
Browne. He’d lost twice to Cain, 
but that didn’t mean much 
because everyone lost to Cain. 
With a black belt in both judo 
and Brazilian Jiu-Jitsu, Bigfoot 



certainly knew how to fight on 
the ground, but he also liked to 
slug when he could. The dude 
has lunch-boxes for hands and, 
with my escapes and sprawls 
now well and truly on point, 

I suspected the decision would 
be rendered on the end of 
someone’s fist. 

The day of the fight, the 
crowd brought it, as the Aussie 
crowds always do. Being mates 
and teammates, I think neither 
of us really wanted this fight to 
be set, but when we got into the 
Octagon we were both ready 
to take the other out. As the 
main-event fight this would be a 
five-round bout - the first of my 
career. It’s likely both of us had 
that in mind when we started, as 
the first minute of the first round 
went by without any significant 
shots being thrown. Bigfoot 
managed to knock me down in 
the first round with a short right- 
hand shot, but apart from that 
punch I was the aggressor. 

The Brazilian’s knockdown 
shot probably gave him the first 
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with the second a heavy shot 
going straight down the pipe 
and into the Brazilian’s jaw. Silva 
fell backwards like lumber. For 
a moment I waited, practically 
hearing Steve’s voice in my 
head, but soon I was leaping into 
Silva’s guard. With my hips down 
and the Brazilian pressed up 
against the cage, I kept him on 
his back and dropped dozens 
of short, sharp punches and 
elbows until the horn sounded. 

The second round could have 
gone either way, but the third 
was definitely mine. When I 
got back to the corner my right 
leg was still swelling up but 
having spent much of the round 
straddling Silva’s body, it was 
feeling a little better. My right 
hand, though, felt numb and 
warm. I wondered if that was 
broken, too. 

I took Bigfoot down at the 
beginning of the fourth and 
when we got back up I started 
throwing lead right elbows. 

I landed a couple and felt like 
Bigfoot was ready to go, so I 
punched for a finish, swinging 
with exhausting combos. It 
turned out he was almost 
as durable as me. After that 
exchange he came back at 
me and I ate a few shots that 
stunned me. Soon I was on the 
ground with Bigfoot in guard 
throwing punches and elbows. 

With 30 seconds left in the 
round things got even worse, 
when he took full mount, 
opened me up with some 
huge punches and tried for his 
own finish. I ended the round 
covered in my own blood, but 
he didn’t get the finish. As the 
horn sounded, an exhausted 
Bigfoot was slumped over me. 
When I finished the round I felt 
that heat in both hands. I had 
three possibly broken limbs, 
a cut-up face - my blond hair 
had turned to pink - and there 
was one more round to go. 

When we got into the middle 
for the fifth, the crowd was 
roaring as Silva and I embraced. 
Good stuff, mate. Now let’s finish 
this thing. I didn’t know what the 
score was but I felt like I needed 
at least this final round to win. 

I started teeing off at Silva with 
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punches, but I knew I couldn’t 
keep it up - not only because 
I was exhausted, but because 
of my busted-up hands. So I 
started throwing more elbows. 
One landed, opening up a large 
cut on Silva’s head, and then 
another. Soon claret covered 
half of his face. 

Midway through the fifth, 
the ref paused the action so the 
fight doctor could have a look at 
the holes in Bigfoot’s face, but 
that didn’t bring a stoppage so 
we had to dredge up everything 
we had left, swinging until the 
final bell. 

At the end every punter was 
on their feet; both of us were 
covered in blood and neither 
of us capable of even one more 
strike. We hugged at the end, 
not only because we’d shared 
something that won’t quickly be 
forgotten, but also because I’m 
not sure either of us could stand 
up without the other’s help. As 
I recovered in my corner, Noah 
and Caleb both came down to 
see their dad. I was about as 
happy as a man could be. 

I still wanted the win badly, 
but I loiew a loss wouldn’t take 
away how special that fight had 
been. Regardless of the decision 
no one would be losing face, or 
esteem, in the eyes of Joe Silva, 
the UFC’s main match-maker. 

The first judge gave the fight 
to me, but the second and third 
called it a draw, rendering the 
decision a majority draw. When 
I got backstage, I found that 
the boss had appreciated the 
show. This is the tweet Dana 
White sent as soon as the fight 
concluded: ‘Both Hunt and Silva 
win FON [Fight of the Nightl 
and both get their win bonus 
and I might buy them both 
their own private ISLANDS!!!! 
Sickest HW fight ever!!!’ I’m 
still waiting on that island. ■ 
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I switched my stance so he 
couldn’t attack that leg anymore 
and managed to ride out the rest 
of the round, but when I went 
to my corner I thought my tibia 
was broken. Lolo advised me 
to avoid his leg kicks if I could. 

With my leg busted I shot 
in for the takedown, which 
surprised and delighted the 
Brisbane Entertainment Centre 
crowd but probably didn’t 
please my corner too much. 
Steve, especially, didn’t like it 
when I deliberately took BJJ 
black belts onto the ground. I got 
my right hand into Silva’s face 
a couple of times in that round. 



I started getting 
my hands going in the second 
round, aiming some good left 
and right shots through Bigfoot’s 
gloves and into that ample jaw of 
his. He responded by repeatedly 
attacking my front leg. His first 
big leg kick was a minute into 
the round, and it landed behind 
my knee. There were a few 
more after that that I managed 
to shrug off until, with about 
half a minute left in the round, 
Bigfoot landed a kick on my 
shin that sent heat through my 
body - heat that felt similar to 
what I’d felt when Le Banner 
busted up my knee.

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look great in a suit, but he hates 
wearing one. When he was 
17, his mother told him about a 
high-paying job. The interview 
required a corporate appearance. 
He shaved off two years’ worth 
of dreadlocks, put on a suit, 
and showed up for the meeting, 
only to find that the position 
had already been filled. 

A sartorial trauma was born. 
“Suits aren’t my type of style 
yet,” the 25-year-old admits.

ould you like some Alien Asshat? It’s $42 for two grams, or $11 
for a half-gram pre-rolled joint, on the menu at a tidy little pot 
shop called the Seattle Cannabis Company. Also available: 
Super Silver Goo, Snoop’s Dream, Grand Daddy Purple, and 
White Widow. There’s a pot named God and another named 
Jesus. There’s also Juicy Fruit and Girl Scout Cookies, varieties 
made by two different growers, presumably battling it out to 
see who can get sued first. 

This is the fantasy realised by Washington State’s new law, 
and it looks and feels exactly like pot lovers dreamed it would. 
An establishment like this is born of pot culture - as if your 
neighbourhood dealer just put on a nicer shirt. But across 
town, a different vision of pot is taking shape. “This is a 
mainstream product consumed by mainstream Americans, and 
they’re just looking for mainstream brands that don’t insult or 
offend them,” says the man 
leading the charge, from the 
comfort of his conference 
room. “Not every name has 
to have ‘cana’ in it, or ‘green,’ 
or ‘Mary Jane.’” 

You can imagine what he 
thinks of Alien Asshat. 

Meet Brendan Kennedy, 

CEO of the private equity 
firm Privateer Holdings. He 
arrives at our meeting 
carrying a bowl of nuts. He’s 
been up with his nine-month- 
old daughter since dawn. He 
is, like seemingly everyone 
else at Privateer, an exercise 
enthusiast. He has completed 
six Ironman competitions 
and generally comes across 
as someone who isn’t 
frivolous about what he puts 
into his body. Pot? “It’s not 
a part of my life,” he says in 
his soft, deliberate manner. 

“I’m more of a have-a-beer- 
on-a-Friday-night guy than 
a cannabis guy.” 



But more than anything, Kennedy is a big-money guy. 
This spring, he closed a $75 million round of funding to 
continue building his massive, game-changing marijuana 
company - including the first-ever backing raised from 
institutional investors, a very big deal in what wonks call an 
“emerging market.” He is turning pot into a legit investment, 
because he sees a fortune to be made when control of a 
$40 billion industry moves from those who are passionate 
about smoking pot to those who are passionate about making 
money. And to accomplish this, he intends to do away with pot 
as you know it. No more cliche names. No more Baggies. 
No 4/20 jokes. He envisions beautiful packaging and branding 
and logos. He wants to build the Budweiser of bud, the Wheaties 
of weed, the McDonald’s of Mary Jane - products that are 
“the big, bright, shiny brands that people can point to and say, 
‘That’s what the end of prohibition looks like,”’ he says. 
Kennedy’s words are carefully chosen: 

Mainstream product. 

Prohibition. 

Cannabis. Never pot. Latin. 

He knows the language matters; as in politics, whoever 
controls the words controls the debate. He even hired Heckler 
Associates to work with him. You may be familiar with Heckler’s 
work: It’s the branding firm that named Starbucks. 

Kennedy’s vision represents the logical endpoint of 
legalisation. It was never going to be just a Stoner’s paradise. 
America doesn’t play like that. America seizes a market 
opportunity and goes for broke. And maybe that sounds 
heretical - another subculture exploited, another real thing 
co-opted - but Kennedy has an argument for the stoners, too: 
“We think that the right professional brands and the right 
companies in this industry can be as effective as any activist,” 
he says. “The right brands can fuel change.” 

Translated out of corporate-speak, he’s saying that once pot 
grows into a gigantic business, it can do what gigantic businesses 
do in America: influence politics. That means Big Pot could 

bring about “the end of 
prohibition” far faster than 
a grassroots movement. For 
once, the Man just might be 
the Stoner’s best friend. 



n 2010, Kennedy was a 
straight-forward money 
guy. He worked in 
valuations at SVB 
Analytics, an affiliate of 
Silicon Valley Bank. One day 
he turned down a potential 
client in the medical- 
marijuana industry out of 
concern about associating 
with the drug. But a few days 
later, he heard a report on 
public radio about 
Proposition 19, an initiative 
that would have legalised 
certain marijuana-related 
activities in California. It later 
failed. He called an old 
business-school classmate 
who worked in private equity

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and told him to quit his job. And when pot became legal, 
someone would make a fortune. He wanted it to be them. 

When Kennedy started to pitch potential investors, many 
were worried about the same risks that he once was. Hedge 
fund managers were willing to invest their personal money, 
not the fund’s money, and only in secret. But slowly, pot began 
to shed its stigma. The stock market now has pot-themed ticker 
symbols like mjna (Medical Marijuana, Inc.), phot (GrowLife, 
Inc.), and hemp (Hemp, Inc.). The publicly traded GW 
Pharmaceuticals is testing drugs based on compounds found 
in cannabis; its stock more than doubled in the past year. 
The medical-marijuana delivery app Eaze, which is angling to 
become the Uber of pot, with Snoop Dogg’s Casa Verde Capital 
as an investor, closed a $10 million funding round this spring. 
Management and consulting firms are popping up in states 
where pot is legal (23 plus the District of Columbia now allow 
medical uses, and recreational pot is legal in Colorado, Oregon, 
Washington, and Alaska). Viridian Capital & Research reported 



that its Cannabis Index, a fund invested solely in pot-related 
companies, gained 38.4 percent last year - better than the 
Nasdaq or S&P 500. 

And this past January, Kennedy made the biggest news of 
all, announcing a multimillion-dollar investment from 
Founders Fund, the venture capital firm created by PayPal 
cofounder Peter Thiel, known for early investments in the likes 
of Airbnb, SpaceX, and Spotify. This was a game changer - the 
first huge, institutional firm to proudly put its name on an 
investment in pot. “The big question for us was, would there be 
an opportunity to build a multibillion-dollar, mass-scale 
company that could really help to drive the end of prohibition 
and also build a huge business?” explains Founders Fund 
partner Geoff Lewis, who led the investment. “Because we 
do think the end of prohibition will be a social good. For all 
our investments, we want to believe we’re going to help 
improve the world in some way.” 

That’s big talk. But Kennedy is building the kind of company

to back it up. Privateer is structured as a holding company; 
what it does is launch or acquire other businesses, all related 
to pot, and then connect them in symbiotic ways. Today, 
Privateer has three such arms. 

The first is called Leafly. If s been called the Yelp of pot and 
is a site for smokers to peruse reviews on specific strains, 
find nearby retail shops, and even search for varieties based 
on intended goals. (Want to “conquer social anxiety”? Leafly 
lists 50 strains for the job). But behind the scenes, Leafly is 
actually Privateer’s data mine, helping it to build the most 
sophisticated, granular understanding of cannabis consumer 
desires in existence. If lots of people in Denver search for a 
specific type of marijuana, say. Privateer can use that 
information to make better 
production, distribution, and 
marketing decisions. And 
Leafly cofounder Cy Scott 
says that smokers’ desires 
have been changing rapidly. 

The company has also seen a 
spike in users identifying as 
vapers, rather than smokers, 
and there’s been a notable 
uptick in interest in edibles. 

Privateer will use all 
that data to launch an actual 
pot brand, called Marley 
Natural, which will go on 
sale later this year. The 
company has yet to reveal 
what its packaging will look 
like, but Kennedy promises 
something polished and 
professional - the kind of 



thing that wouldn’t look out of place on the shelves of 
7-Eleven. (Despite Kennedy’s dismissal of pot culture, he does 
pander at least this once: Yes, the “Marley” in question here 
is Bob Marley; the late singer’s estate has signed on to the 
brand. And it will be going up against the competing 
Willie’s Reserve, a celebrity brand launched by Willie Nelson). 
As tastes evolve and are flagged by Leafly, Marley will respond 
with new products. 

In U.S. states where pot isn’t legal, the company will sell 
accessories, such as pipes and containers, and topicals, 
i.e. cannabis or hemp-infused lotions and creams. That way, 
consumers will be introduced to the brand even though they 
can’t gain access to its main product. 

As to where this product will come from, that’s the job of 
Privateer’s third company, which has spent $30 million 
renovating a facility in Nanaimo, a tiny city on Vancouver 
Island. To reach it from Privateer’s Seattle headquarters, you 
can drive three hours north to Vancouver and take a two-hour 
ferry ride, or catch a one-hour flight on a small commercial 
airline that operates nine-seaters. Privateer opts for the latter. 
They have a tab with the airline, and executives are on a first- 
name basis with the pilot. They’ve reserved me a seat. 

We’re going to see the pot. 



N anaimo is beautiful: lush, green, and heavily forested. 

We arrive on the kind of sunny Northwest morning 
that residents spend the whole year pining for, and 
drive to a facility that looks like any other building 
in any other industrial park. This is the Stoner’s Fort Knox. 
There are 40,000 marijuana plants inside, worth more 
than $30 million. There’s a gate and barbed wire around the 
exterior, and a security checkpoint. Employees and visitors 
must wear hard-toed shoes and scan their lanyards in and out

of every room. Before any 
plant product is discarded, it 
is soaked with water and 
covered in cat litter - lest 
someone outside go digging 
through the trash. Inside, 
it smells like a college party. 

Welcome to Tilray, 
officially Privateer’s medical- 
marijuana growing facility, 
built in accordance with 
Canada’s more pot-friendly 
laws. Tilray does sell 
marijuana in Canada, under 
its brand name. But the 
ambitions here are far larger: 

While the federal ban is in 
effect in the United States, 

Privateer is using Tilray as its 
staging ground. Employees 
travel the world to research 
new strains, then study them 
here, where the company 
learns how to get the most 
potency out of each plant, 
optimises the growing and 
drying processes, and 
prepares to pounce on legal 
opportunities as they emerge 
around the world. (It declines 
to comment on whether it’s 
developing its own strains.) 

Half of the growing rooms replicate a.m., half p.m., so that 
three shifts of workers can keep the operation humming 
24 hours a day. Employees and visitors must change into 
fresh, disposable, full-body suits, booties, and hairnets every 
time they enter a room with plants. There’s not a Stoner in 
sight. Inside one of the growing rooms, Nolan Vollmer, 
a veteran of the war in Afghanistan, hacks down large plants 
of the Barbara Bud. Adam Varga, a business student at 
Vancouver Island University who’s considering switching 
majors to horticulture, is standing by a nearby scale. Looking 
on is Josh Eades, Tilray’s tall, soft-spoken, bespectacled 
chief science officer, who claims to have never tried his own 
product. Technically speaking, because he’s not a medical- 
marijuana patient, it would be illegal to do so. When I suggest 
that it sounds a lot like a winemaker who hasn’t tasted 
his own chardonnay, Tilray CEO Greg Engel reminds me that 
they’re making medicine. “If you were working at a 
pharmaceutical company,” he says, “you wouldn’t be sampling 
your blood pressure medication.” 

True, but pharmaceutical companies aren’t typically 
developing new drugs for the day they become available 
at your local bodega. Privateer doesn’t want to just fill 
prescriptions; the real prize is folks who just want to get high. 

Engel sticks to the party line, though. There’s a lot at stake 
here. Tilray is eager to grow: As legalisation sweeps the 
country and the world, Tilray will open new facilities in friendly 
localities. It’s critically important that everyone maintain 
the image of professionals working on a mainstream product. 
No city wants a Stoner Fort Knox. But every city wants 
job-creating agriculture. And Tilray will have an important 
business evangelist on its side: a politician. Bill McKay, the 



mayor of Nanaimo, who 
is evidence of the power 
of Big Pot’s potential. 

Before Tilray moved in, 
the little island city was 
suffering from a slowdown 
in its timber industry 
and known only for a locally 
made chocolate wafer snack 
called a Nanaimo Bar. Tilray 
created hundreds of jobs. In 
April, McKay and his town’s 
economic- development 
team held a press conference 
to announce that Tilray 
had pumped $48 million 
into the local and British 
Columbia economies and 
was on its way to becoming 
the region’s biggest private- 
sector employer. 

“They’ve got all these 
great names,” McKay says 
with a laugh, referring to 
the silly pot names that 
Kennedy is targeting for 
extinction. “I’m waiting for 
a Nanaimo Gold.” 



T hat’s not Big Pot’s only way of appealing to a 
mainstream audience. With Tilray’s funding, 
researchers at the University of British Columbia 
are currently studying whether marijuana helps 
veterans, first responders, and sexual assault victims deal 
with post-traumatic stress disorder. “Our investors are 
looking for a financial return,” Kennedy says, “but they’re 
also looking for a social return measured by ending the harms 
caused by prohibition.” 

Back in Seattle, newly legal dealers are eager to take 
up pot’s talking points. “We don’t want people getting 
shit-faced every night,” says Josh Berman, owner of the 
PDA Lounge, a onetime bar that’s now a medical-marijuana 
dispensary. “We would like it if we could smoke a little 
weed and live a balanced, productive life. Big money’s going to 
help push that.” 

Berman heads out the back door of his shop, where there’s 
an enclosed deck for customers to sample his products. 
It’s 10:30 A.M., and managing partner Benito Ybarra is putting 
cream cheese on a bagel and smoking a joint. “Kosher Kush. 
It was blessed by a rabbi,” he says. “You guys might want to 
at least taste it.” 

“I might have to,” Berman says, taking a hit. 

Across town, Kennedy may one day own a major 
portion of Berman’s supply chain. With Leafly, he will be 
busy turning smokers into easily commodified data points. 
But still, two guys hanging out way before noon, enjoying 
a spliff without fear? Big Pot approves - after all, these guys 
represent an emerging market that’s ripe for exploitation. 
Some prefer doobies, others dollars. But whatever their 
chosen high, it’s all about the green. ■

scientists and amateurs are 
hunched over pepper plants, 
using tiny brushes to scoop 
out bits of pollen and 
implant them in other 
peppers. Their goal: Breed 
the world’s hottest pepper 
and sell it to sauce makers. 
Per the Guinness Book of 
World Records, the reigning 
champ is the Carolina Reaper 
(dried, above), clocking in 
at 1.569 million Scoville heat 
units (SHU), a measurement 
of piquancy. (Jalapenos, 
by comparison, top out 
at 8,000). Remarkably, it 
wasn’t made by a scientist. 
“I’m just a yahoo,” says 
Ed Currie, the South 
Carolinian who bred it. 

“I don’t claim to know 
what the heck I’m doing.” 
The key is persistence 
- crossbreed until a new 
pepper creates more 



capsaicin, the chemical that 
scorches tongues. Only once 
that chile is reproduced for 
eight generations is it 
considered stable, which 
happens only about 3 percent 
of the time. Next year Currie 
is going to debut one he’s 
been studying for five years. 

It averages 2.3 million SHU, 
he says. Code name: HP56. 

He’s bred even hotter - up 
to three million SHU, though 
the plant didn’t survive long. 
And that may foretell a 
problem: “Conceptually, 
there’s a limit as to how 
hot a pepper can be,” 
says Charles Stewart Jr, 
a biochemist at Iowa State 
University. A plant can 
produce only so many 
capsaicin-related molecules 
and enzymes before it’s 
out of fuel. But if there truly 
is a limit, the good news is 
this: We’re not there yet.

I’ve been known to not 
be so moderate. I will get 
back to that level. I will.”

It became an exercise in 
reading as much as I could and 
learning his music. I went to the 
biographies that tell his early 
life story and tried to piece 
together some understanding 
of what life experience he had.
